FROM JOE SISCO - 

AFTER CHAIRING THE DEPUTY STAFF MEETING, I RECEIVED 
COPIES OF THE CREDENTIALS OF THE AMBASSADORS-DESIGNATE 
OF BANGLADESH AND JAMAICA, MESSRS. M. R. SIDDIQI AND 
ALFRED A. RATTRAY RESPECTIVELY. 
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AFTERWARDS, I HELD EXTENSIVE CONVERSATIONS WITH 
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ROY ATHERTON, WHO RETURNED LAST NIGHT, CONCERNING 
DEVELOPMENTS IN THE MIDDLE EAST. DURING THE LATER 
PART OF THE MORNING, I WORKED ON PORTIONS OF YOUR 
SPEECH AND ATTENDED YOUR PRESS CONFERENCE. 

AFTER LUNCH, I MET WITH ROY, BOB OAKLEY, CARLYLE MAW, 

AND BOB ELLSWORTH FROM DOD TO DISCUSS JOINT STATE-DOD 
STRATEGY WITH RESPECT TO THE ISRAELI DEFENSE MINISTER S 
VISIT HERE NEXT WEEK. AFTER THAT SESSION, I PARTICI- 
PATED IN YOUR MEETING WITH AMBASSADOR DINITZ. 

DURING THE REMAINDER OF THE AFTERNOON, I WORKED WITH NEA 
ON CABLES AND MEMOS PERTAINING TO THE EGYPTIAN- ISRAELI 
AGREEMENT AND THE JORDANIAN HAWK ISSUE. 

TOMORROW, I SHALL BRIEF THE REGULAR WEDNESDAY MEETI G 
OF THE HOUSE MEMBERSHIP ON THE MIDDLE EAST, MEET WITH 
THE DANISH AMBASSADOR, HOST A LUNCH FOR SECRETARY GENERAL 
LUNS, AND APPEAR ON MARTIN AGRONSKY'S PROGRAM. 

FROM UNDER SECRETRARY ROBINSON 

I ATTENDED AN OPIC BOARD MEETING WHICH (1) APPROVED 
CRITERIA FOR USING OPIC FINANCIAL GUARANTEE AUTHORITY IN 
FACILITATING EXPROPRIATION CLAIM SETTLEMENT ON THE SUBJECT 
OF CASE BY CASE REVIEW; (2) APPROVED CREATION OF A MUTUAL 
INSURANCE ASSOCIATION OF OPIC AND USER COMPANIES TO ISSIE 
WAR RISK INSURANCE COMMENCING JANUARY 1976; (3) APPROVED 
LIMITED INTERIM INCREASES IN OPIC'S INSURANCE RATES SO AS 
TO PUT THE INSURANCE PROGRAM ON A SOUNDER FINANCIAL 
FOOTING AND THEREBY ACCELERATING PRIVATE COMPANY PARTICI- 
PATION; AND (4) APPROVED INSURING PORTIONS OF THE 
FINANCING BY U.S. BANKS AND AMACO OF A VERY LARGE AND 
BROADLY MULTILATERAL COPPER MINING PROJECT IN ZAIRE. 

I MET WITH BILL SEIDMAN TO REVIEW THE GENERAL PLAN 

FOR EXPORT GRAIN SALES FOR THE BALANCE OF THE CURRENT YEAR. 

BOB HARLAN CALLED ON ME PRIOR TO HIS DEPARTURE FOR 
PARIS TO TAKE UP HIS NEW DUTIES AS ECONOMIC MINISTER. 
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WE REVIEWED THE GAMUT OF OUR RELATIONS WITH FRANCE 
INCLUDING THE NORTH/SOUTH PROBLEM, THE INITIATIVES 
STEMMING FROM YOUR UNGA SPEECH, THE UPCOMING P/C 
DIALOGUE AND MY PLANS TO MEET WITH OUR EC MINISTERS 

FROM ALL OUR EUROPEAN POSTS IN OCTOBER. 

I HAD LUNCH WITH BOB HORMATS. 
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I MET WITH YOU TO DISCUSS UPCOMING TRIP STRATEGY. 

ASH O'DONNELL OF BECHTEL CAME IN TO DISCUSS BECHTEL'S 
INTEREST IN CONSTRUCTING A URANIUM ENRICHMENT FACILITY 
IN ALABAMA. THEY HAVE ALREADY LINED UP FOREIGN INVESTORS 
WILLING TO CONTRIBUTE ABOUT $2 BILLION. THE FACILITY 
SHOULD EVENTUALLY EXPORT $1/2 OILLION/YEAR. LACK OF 
CONGRESSIONAL ACTION PERMITTING PRIVATE INDUSTRY TO CON- 
STRUCT THE PLANT HAS ENDANGERED THE CONTINUED FOREIGN 
INVESTMENT. I ASSURED O'DONNELL THAT THE ADMINISTRATION 
FAVORED PRIVATE INVOLVEMENT IN PROJECTS SUCH AS THIS, 

BUT THAT THE CONGRESS ALONE COULD MAKE IT POSSIBLE. 

DR. FUSFELD CAME IN TO DISCUSS ;IS GENERAL INTEREST 
IN PARTICIPATING IN STATE DEPARTMENT EFFORTS IN THE 

SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL FIELDS. HE IS A HIGHLY 

COMPETENT PERSON WHO COULD MAKE AN IMPORTANT CONTRIBUTION. 

TOM ENDERS AND JULES KATZ CAME IN TO DISCUSS THE 
RELATION OF A LONG-TERM SOVIET AGREEMENT TO A WORLD 
GRAIN RESERVE SCHEME. 

I MET WITH WIN LORD AND SAM LEWIS FOR A DISCUSSION 
OF THE STUDY WE HAVE INITIATED ON DEVELOPING COUNTRY 
RELATIONS. 

FROM T - CARLYLE E. MAW 

FOLLOWING JOE SISCO'S STAFF MEETING, I MET WITH TOM 
CLINGAN TO DISCUSS HIS PROPOSALS FOR THE ORGANIZATION OF 
OES AFTER HIS DEPARTURE AT THE END OF THIS WEEK. 
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TALKED TO BILL BUFFUM ABOUT MODIFICATIONS TO THE GROUP OF 
77 DRAFT SPECIAL SESSION RESOLUTION AS IT PERTAINS TO THE 
DEEP SEABED. WE DON'T WANT TO FALSELY RAISE THE HOPES OF 
THE 77 THAT DEEP SEABED MINING WILL PRODUCE LARGE REVENUES 
IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 

MET WITH DAVID GANTZ (L/ARA) WHT PARTICIPATED IN THE TALKS 
WITH THE PANAMANIANS LAST WEEK. THE PANAMANIANS WERE 
EXTREMELY COOPERATIVE AND WE ARE CLOSE TO WORKING OUT A 
SCHEME UNDER WHICH WE AND THE PANAMANIANS WILL COOPERATE IN 
ENFORCING INTER-AMERICAN TROPICAL TUNA COMMISSION (IATTC) 
REGULATIONS. 

ALONG WITH TOM CLINGAN AND NICK SCHOWENGERDT (OES) AND 
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REPRESENTATIVES OF COMMERCE, I MET WITH CONGRESSMAN 
LEGGETT AND CONGRESSWOMAN SULLIVAN AT THEIR REQUEST TO 
OUTLINE THE STEPS WE HAVE TAKEN TO RESOLVE THE PROBLEMS 
CAUSED BY VIOLATIONS BY MEMBER NATIONS OF THE INTER- 
AMERICAN TROPICAL TUNA COMMISSION (IATTC). THESE STEPS 
INCLUDE THE SCHEME WE ARE WORKING OUT WITH PANAMA ON 
IATTC REGULATIONS. WE HAVE ALSO TALKED TO THE CANADIANS 
AND WILL BE TALKING TO THE SPANISH ABOUT A SIMILAR SCHEME 
WITHIN THE NEXT FEW DAYS. 

HAD LUNCHEON WITH MESSRS. BRADFORD AND THORNHILL. 

MET WITH JOE SISCO, BOB ELLSWORTH AND ROY ATHERTON TO 
DISCUSS THE FY 76 MILITARY ASSISTANCE PACKAGE FOR ISRAEL. 

IN ADDITION WE WENT OVER THE NEED TO MOVE EXPEDITIOUSLY 
ON SALES CASES THAT HAVE BEEN PENDING SINCE AUGUST RECESS. 
WE 

PROPOSE TO NOTIFY CONGRESS OF SEVEN LETTERS OF OFFER 
INVOLVING IRAN, SAUDI ARABIA AND KUWAIT. A SEPARATE 
MEMORANDUM ON THIS SUBJECT IS COMING TO YOU THROUGH JOE
